Hat for many years now laſt paſt, there hath been contriv'd 

and carrycd on a Traitcrous and Execrable Conſpiracy 

_ andPlor within this Kingdom of Erg/ard, and other pla- 

ccs, to alter, change, and ſubyert the ancient Government and 
Laws of this Kin dom and Nation, and to ſuppreſs the true Re- 
hgion thercin cſ{tabliſhed, and to extirpate and deſtroy the Profeſ- 
ſorsthereot ; which faid Plot and Confpiracy was contrived and 
carryed on 1n divers places, and by ſeveral wayes and means, and 
by a great number-of Perſons of ſeveral Qualities and Degrees, 
= actcdrhercin, and intended thereby to execute and accom- 
plih cheaforcſaid Wicked and Traiterous Deligns and Purpoſes. - 
Thar che ſaid William Earl of Powis, William Viſcount Stafford, 
Henry Lord Arundel of Wardowr, William Lord..Petre, and John 
Lord Bellaſis, together. with Philip Howard, commonly called 
Cardinal of Nell , Thomas White, alias Whitebread, commonly 
called Provincial of the Jeſuits m England, Richard Strange, late 
Provincial of the Feſuits1n England, - Vincent, con- 
monly called Provincial of the Dominicans in England, James 
Corker, commonly called Preſident of the Benedifines, Sir John 
Warner alias Clare, Barronet, William Harcourt, Fohn Keines, Ni: 
cholas Blundel, Poke Edward Mico, Thomas Beding field- alias Bent 
field, Baxill Langworth, Charles Peters, Richard Peters, John Cons 
yers, Sir George Wakeman, 7ohn Fenwick, Dominick, Kelly, | 
Fitz-Gerralt, Evers, Sit Thomas Preſton, William Lo 

well, Jeſuits, Lord Baltamore, Fobn Carrel, Fohn Townley, Richard 
Langhorn, William Foggarty, Thomas Penny, Matthew Medburn, Ed- 
ward Colentan, William Ireland, John Grove, Thomas Pitkerins, John 
Smith, and divers others, Feſuits, Priefts and Fryars, and other per- 
ſons, asfalſe Traytorsto Is Majeſty andthis Kingdom, within the 
timeaforchud have Trayterouſly conſulted, contrived and acted 
to and for the accompliſhing ot the faid wicked, pernicious and 
Traytcrous Deſigns, and tor that end did moſt wickedly and 
Traterouſly agrec, conſpire and reſolve to Iefmgdant, and 
murther his Sacred Majeſty, aud to deprive him of his Royal 
State, Crown, and Dignity, and by malicious and adviſed ſpeak- 
ing, writing, and otherwiſe, declared ſuch thew Purpoſes and In- 
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And alſo toſubject this Kingdom and Naton to the Pope and 
his Tyrannical Goyernment. 

And to ſeize and ſhare amongſt themſelves rhe Eſtates and In- 
hericances of his Majeſty's Proteſtant Subjects. 

And to ere& and reſtore Abbies, Monaſterics, ard otter 
Convents and Socictics, which have been long ſince by the Laws 
of this Kingdom ſuppreſt for their Superſtition and Idolatry, 
and to deliver up and reſtore to them the Lands and Pofleſſions 
now inveſted in His Majeſty and his Subjects by the Laws and 
Statutes of this Realm. 

And alſo to Found and Ere&t new Monaſteries and Convents, 
andro remove and deprive all Proteftant Biſhops and other Ecclc- 
ſiaſttcal Perſons from their. Offices, Benefices, and Preferments ; 
and by this means to deſtroy His Majeſtics Perſon, extirpate. the 
Proteſtant Religian, oyerthrow the Rights, Liberties, and Pro- 
perties of all Hig Majeſtics gcod Subjects, fubyert the lawful 
Government of this Kingdom, and ſubject the fame to the Ty- 
ranny of the See of Rome. 

Thar che faid Confſpirators and their Complices and Confe- 
derates traytcrouſly had, and held, feycral Meetings, Aſſemblies 
and Conſultations, wherein it was contrived and deſtgned a 
monegſt them what means ſhould be uſed, and what Perfons and 
Inſtruments ſhould be employed ro murder His Majeſty ; and 
did then and there refolve to efic& i by poyſoning, ſhoot, 
ſtabbing, or ſome ſuch-hke ways and means ; and offered Re- 
wards and Promiſes of Advantage to ſeveral Perſons to execute 
the fame, and hired and employed ſeveral wicked Perſons to go 
to Windſor and other places where His Majeſty did reſide, tomur- 
der and deſtroy His Majeſty : which ſaid Perſons, or ſome of 
them, accepted ſuch Rewards, and undcrtook-rhe perpetrating 
—_— and did a&tually go ro the ſaid places for that end and 

urpoſc. 

Thar the faid Confpirators, the better to compaſs their Tray- 
ecrous Deſigns, have conſulted to raiſe, and have procured and 
raiſed Men, Money, Horſes, Arms, and Amunition; and alſo 
have made application to, and treated and correſponded with, 
the Pope, is Cardinals, Nuncios, and Agents, and with other 
Foreign Miniſters and Perſons, to raiſe and obtain Supplics of 
Men, Money, Arms, and Amuniuon, therewith to make, levy, 
and raife War, Rebellion, and Tumwles within this Kingdom, 
and to Invade the ſame with Foreign Forces; and to ſw prize, 
{cize, and deftroy His Majeſties Navy, Forts, Magagipes, and 
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placesof ſtrength within this Kingdom : Whereupon the Cala- 
mities of War, Murders of Innocent Subje&ts, Men, Women; 
and Children; Burnings, Rapines, Devaſtations, and other 
dreadful miferies and muſchiets muſt inevitably have enſued, 
ro the ruine and deſtruftion of this Nation. 

Thar the ſud Confpirators have procured, accepred; and de- 
livered out ſeycral Inſtruments, Commiſſions, and Powers ; 
made and granted by, or under the Pope, orother unlawful and 
uſurping Aurhoriry, to raiſe and diſpoſe of Men, Money, 
Arms, aid other things neceflary tortheir wicked and trayterous 
Deſigns; and namely, a Comnuſſion to the ſaid Henry Loxd A- 
rundel of Wardour, to be Lord High Chancellor of England; tothe 
ſud William Fart of Powis, to be Lord Treaſurer of England: A- 
nother Commiſſion to the ſaid Fohz Lord Bellaſis to be General 
of the Army to be raiſed, and rhe faid 1/i/liam Lord Perre to be 
Lieurenant General of che ſaid Army, and a Power to the ſaid 
IWilltan Viſcolifit Stafford ro be Pay-maiter of the Army : Thar 
in orderto encourage themſelves in —_— their ſaid wicked 
Plots, Confpiracies, and Treafons, and to hide and hinder the 
diſcoveryot the ſame: and to ſecure themſelves from Juſtice 
and puniſhment, the- Confpirators aforeſaid, and Confederates, 
have uſed miny wicked and D:abolical Practiſes, (viz.) They 
did cauſe their Prieſts ro Adminiſter to the ſaid Confpirators arr 
Oath of Secrecy,togerher withtherr Sacrament; andaHodid cauſe 
their ſaid Prieſts upon Contetſions to-give their Abſolutions, upon 
condition that chey ſhould cqnceal the ſad Confpiracy. 

And when about the Month of September Jaſt Sir Edmundbury 
Godfrey, a Juſtice of Peace, had, according to the Duty of his 
Oath and Office raken ſeveral Examinations and Informa- 
tions concerning the ſaid Conſpiracy and Plor, the ſaid Con- 

irators, or ſome of them, by Advice, Aſſiſtance, Counſel and 
Inſtigation of the reſt, d1d incite andprocure divers perſons to lye 
in wait and purſue the ſaid Sir. Edmundbury Godfrey ſeveral 
dayes, with intent to murther him, which art laſt was penerraced 
and effected by them ; for which faid horrid Crimes and Offen- 
ces Robert Greep, Henry Berry, and Lawrence Hill, have ſince 
been artainted, and Dominick Kelly, and Gerald, 
and others, are fled for the ſame. 

After which Murther, and before the Body was found, or the 
Murther known to any but the Complices therein, the fard per- 
ſons falſly gave out that he was alive, and privately married ; and 
after the Body was-found, diſperſed a falſe and malicious Report 
thache had murthered ning | Which 
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Which ſaid Murther was committed with deſign to itifle and ſup= 
prels the Evidence he had taken, and had knowledge of, and co dil- 
courage and deter Magiſtrates, and others, from aCting in the further 
diſcovery of the faid Plor and Conſpiracy, for which end alſo the 
ſaid Sir Edmundbury Godfrey while he was alive, was by them 
their Complices, and Favourites, threatned and diſcouraged in 
his proceedings about the ſame. 

And of their further malice they have wickedly contrived by 
many falſe ſuggeſtions, to lay the impuration and guilt of the 
aforeſaid horrid and deteſtable Crimes upon the Proteſtants, that ſo 
thereby they:might eſcape the Puniſhments they have juſtly deſerv- 
ed, and expoſe the Proteſtants to great ſcandal, and ſubyett them to 
Perſecution and Oppreſſion in all Kingdoms and Countries where 
the Roman Religion 1s received and profetled. 

All which Treaſons, Crimes, and Offences above mentioned, were 
contrived, committeJ, perpetrated, atted, and done by the ſaid Wi/- 
liam Earl of Powis, William Lord Viſcount Stafford, Henry Lord 
Arundel of Wardour, William Lord Petre, and John Lord Bella- 
fs, and every of them, and others the Con(pirators aforeſaid, a- 
gainſt our Soveraign Lord the King, his Crown and Dignity, and 
againſt the Laws and Statures of this Kingdom, 

Of all which Treaſons, Crimes, and Offences, the Knights, Citi. 

zens, and Burgeſſes in Parliament afſembled, do in the Name of them. 
ſelves, and of the Commons of England, Impeach the ſaid William 
Earl of Powis, William Viſcouut Stafford, Henry Lord Arundel of 
Wardour, William Lord Petre, and John Lord Bellafis, and every 
of them. 
. And the ſaid Commons by Proteſtation, ſaving to themſelves rhe 
liberty of exhibiting at any time hereafter any other Acculztions or 
Impeachments againſt the {aid William Earl of Powis, William Vil- 
count Stafford, Henry Lord Arundel of Wardour, William Lord 
Petre, and Fobn Lord Bellafſis, and every of them, and alſo of re- 
plying to the Anſwers which they and every of them {hall make to 
the Premiſes, or any of them, or to any other Acculation or [m- 
peachment which ſhall be by them exhibited (as the Cauſe accord- 
ing to courſe and proceedings of Parliament ſhall require) do pray 
thac the ſaid William Earl of Powis, William Viſcount Stafford, Hen- 
ry Lord Arundel of Wardour, William Lord Petre, and jobn Lord 
Bellaſis, and every of them, may be put to anſwer all and every of 
the Premiſes, and that ſuch- Proceedings, Examinations, Tryals, 
and Judgments may be upon them, and eyery of them, had and uſed, 
as ſhall be agreeablero Law and Juſtice, and Courſe of Parliament, 

Reſolved that the ſaid Articles be ingroſled,
